As  a 
work  of  art  the  work  is  unimpeachable,  if  we  ad¬ 
mit  the  subject.  It  is  as  subtle  as  it  is  strong,  and 
as  vigorous  as  it  is  profound.  The  conduct 
of  the  story  and  the  delineation  of  the  char¬ 
acters  are  masterly  in  the  extreme,  and  at 
every  point  it  glitters  with  a  refined  irony  that 
stabs  like  a  rapier.  In  such  a  sentence  as  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Feuillet  sums  up  completely  the  character 
of  a  certain  class  of  fashionable  French  women, 
and  that  class  is  one  that  has  had  no  small  influ¬ 
ence  in  moulding  the  Parisian  society  of  to-day  :
